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REMARKS 

Claims 26, 31, 33, 37, 40 and 54 are amended herein by replacing the phrase 
"isolated/recombinant" with the phrase "isolated or recombinant". New claims 69-74 are 
added. Support is found, for example, pages 4-7 and the paragraph bridging pages 16 and 17 
of the original specification and in the original claims. No new matter is presented. 

I. Response to Claim Rejections and Objections 

Claims 26, 31, 33, 37, 40 and 54 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, 
as to the term "isolated/recombinant". 

Claims 27, 32, 34, 35, 47-53 and 55-69 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
elements of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

As mentioned above, claims 26, 31, 33, 37, 40 and 54 are amended herein by replacing 
the phrase "isolated/recombinant" with the phrase "isolated or recombinant", thereby obviating 
the rejection and objection. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the 
rejection and objection. 

II. Allowed Claims 

Claims 28, 29, 38, 39 and 41-46 are allowed. 

III. New Claims 

New claims 70-72 are directed to methods for making bread-making dough aromatized 
with cinnamon, frozen sweetened dough pieces and bread-making dough, respectively, using 
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the baker's yeast of the invention and are patentable over the art for at least the same reasons 
as the baker's yeast. 

New claims 73-74 are directed to a process for selecting baker's yeast comprising the 
selection tests used in the present invention and are patentable over the art for at least the 
same reasons as the baker's yeast. 
IV. Conclusion
